My defigne was not to tickle the Ear, but to affe& the Hearts 
and to move the Auditory to a thankfull acknowledgment of 
the goodnefs of God, towards us, (the Remnant that are left) 
thit we were not involved in the common Calamity, that our 
lives were given to us fora prey, and we were reſcued bya 
hand of Providence, as fo many Brands plucked out of the midſt 
of the burning. Curſed be their anger For it was fierce 3, and their 
wrath, for it was ernel, Gen 49.7. Like Joab, they ſhed the blood 
of war, in the days of peace, 1 King.2.5. They had Copies to- 
write after, the Sicilian Veſpers, the Maſſacre of Paris, &c. but 
they endeavored to or beyond their Maſters. The Raudiments 
of their Religion (it they wanted Copies and Examples ) teach 
and warrant them ta be perfidious, bloody and-cruel to us. © It 
{ball ever be remembred ( while Popery endures ) what their

determination was, in the Council of Corſtance 5 in the caſe of 
Jebn Huſs and Jeroms of Prague, when it was required, that thoſe 
two ſervants of God ſhould appear in that malignant Councy 
ro give a reaſon of their Faith and DoGrine (which they were 
ſtill ready and deſirous to do,) the Lords and Nobles of Bohemia 
would not hazard the Lights of their Church, till the png 
Faith of the Imperial Majeſty was ingaged for their iatety, and 
the Emperour had ſent them his ſafe Conduct : And when (up- 
on thoſe Letters of ſafe ConduR) they appeared in the Council, 
and had given an account of their Faith and DodGrine, and that 
the Papilts were not able to reſiſt the Wiſdom and Spirit by 
which they ſpake, they reſolved to choak the Light of 'the 
, Goſpel with the Smoak of the bot- 
tomleſs Pit.and condemned them for 
Hereticks , adjudging them to be

Arguments.) The Lords of Bohe- 
mia have recourſe to the Emperour, 
complain of the unheard-of Exam- 
ple, and declare, That the Honour 
of the Imperial Majeſty lay at ſtake, 
the'Faith of the Empire was enga- 
ged, and in point of Honour was to 
be vindicated.

down this Catholick Deciſion, as a Catholick Maxime of: their 
Catholick Religion (Can.19. Conc. Conſt.) Fidem non eſſe ſer- 
vandays Hereticis No faith is to be kept with Hereticks : So 
they called them, and fo they call us. And fo this Catholick 
Declararion of his Holineſs and his Council, will warrant them 
never to keep any Oath, Faith, or Promiſe, with us, but ſtill to 
be treacherous, perfidious and rebellious, as long as a Proteſtant 
lives, and to be like Dan, a ſerpent by the way, and an adder in 
the path, that bites the horſe heels, ſo that bis rider ſhall fall back: 
ward, Gen. 49.17. | 

The Ring-leaders in this Catholick Miſchief were Prieſts and 
Fryars, (I ſpeak not univerſally of all, for ſome condemned it 
as abominable) but ſuch there were, Incendiaries, Captains of 
Troops, high-way-Robbers, and high-way-Murtherers 3 they 
had learned of Pope Julizs the Second, to caſt away Peter's 
Keys, and to take Paul's Sword ; they left the Maſs, which they 
call an unbloody Sacrifice, and {lew, murthered and ſacrificed 
men, women and children, a bloody Sacrifice indeed 3 and thus 
they raged promiſcuouſly againſt all, and the ſcarlet whore was 
made drunk with the blood of the Saints. - 

The Maſlacre of Paris was tragical and bloody enough, it 
was of 60000 perſons 3 and that Chey ſay.) as a gallant and 
heroick ACt , was pictured in the Popes Pallace : but this Trar 
gedy being ſo univerſa}, and of fo vaſt a number, ſo many thou- 
ands, there was nv room left for it in the Pcpes Houſe, but it 
{hall not want a Memorandum in our Hearts for ever. 

They ſhewed their inveteracie and implacable hatred againſt 
the very Name of Engliſh they were cruel to the very Bealts 
and Cattel that were of Englith ſtrain, and inſome places they ' 
would not preſently kill them, but now and then cut Collops 
out of them, and ſo let them run and roar to death. And they 
dealt with ſome men as with the beaſts, they broke their backs, 


and ſo left them in the fields to graze, and when they had eaten

Tound about them, they would not kill them, but removethem 
to better paſture, Multitudes of all ſorts they diſpatched and 
killed out right, many they left half dead, intreating for many 
days for no other favour at their hands but death, but that was 
refuſed. Amongſt thoſe thouſands thus tortured, tormented, 
hanged, and drowned,and burned, I cannot but remember that 
horrid Murther at Port a dowr., where (beſides thoſe whom they 
drowned to make them ſport) they continued that at of drown- 
ing for ſeven or eight weeks together. It hath been credibly 
reported by many, that dayly aud nightly Viſions were there 
ſeen,repreſenting the men, women bn, children whom they had 
drowned, ſometimes ſinging Pſalms , ſometimes brandiſhing 
naked Swords, ſometimes ſcritching in a fearful manner 3 the 
very Rebels that dwelt near the place confeſſed it, and were fo 
terrified with thoſe dayly Apparitions, that they were forced 
to remove their dwellings : But the Prieſts and Fryars to make 
the matter ſound the better in the ears of their ſeduced Profe- 
lytes, told them it was the cunning fleight of the Devil to 
hinder the great work of propagating the Catholick Religion, 
and killing the Hereticks. And indeed thefe two muſt go to- 
gether, they cannot propagate their Catholick Doctrine , but 
by our deſtruction :; If the Proteſtants ſtand, Rome muſt fall ; 
but if Komve ftand, Rowe will be ſtill contriving our fall. 

(I muſt write one thing in a Parenthefis, becauſe it is not fit 
to come into the ſentence, and that is the prodigious and un- 
heard-of villanies which they afted with women even after they 
were dead.) Ina word, I may ſay of thoſe many prodigious 
Villanies, ſavage Cruelties, and barbarous Inhumanities, which

HE Book of Exodus may be divided into two parts, Hiſto- 
rical and Dogmatical; the Hiſtorical part is laid down in 
this and the ſeventee 1 preceeding Chapters, the Dogma» 
tical part begins in the next —_— The Hiſtorical part 
15 a Compendium, or a ſummary Recapitulation of the re- 
markabfe paſſages of the Lords providential aftings to- 

wards Iſrael in the time of their aboad in Ezyp!, their coming out of Egypt, 
a1d their travels in the Wilderne(. 

In the beginning of this Chapter we have a relation of Fethro's Journey 
to vifit Moſes his Son-in-law 3 Moſes Declaration of the goodneſs of God 
to Ifrael, and Fethro's return of praife, D 

Fethra comes to Rephidim, Num. 33.14. (the eleve ita ſtage where L- 
rae] pitched after their coming out of Ezypt) aud that is (as Geograpne:s 
acco41t) but fixteen miles from the City of M:dian, the place of Fetbro's 
reſidence. 

When Moſes was given to underſtand of Fethro's coming, he goes forth 
to meet him ; wherein (by the way) we may note, 1. Mofes hunulity, who 
being ſo great a Prince, Commander in chief of ſo great a People, yet dif 
dains not to humble himſelf not onely to go ot to meet him, but allo to do 
obe\ſance unto bim. 2. His love, he kiſſed bim. 3, His hamwan Y Le nomeay 
a1d curteſie, be asked bim of bis welfare. 4. His hoſpitality and beneficence, 
be brought bim into his tent. - 5. His gratitude, he maketh a thankful rehear- 


ſal and repetition of I{raels wonderful deliverance. 6.We have a1 intimation 
B ; of

* of tus patience under the Miftions of lied. 7. His fidelity in ail God's 
hou'ez heteaches others by his Example to celebrate the praifes of God, 
{115 mercie a1d his goodneſs, and not to fall into deſponde:cie under the 
preflure of the greateſt afliftions, but to rely upo1 the promilez, to de- 
peid upon God, a1d to commit the ifſue to him; knowing ?t is bztt a little 
wile, and then he that ſhall come will come, and will nt tarr;, Aeb.10.37. All 

11s ve have in the 8th verſe, Thus M/s informs Fethr- in the Hiſtory of 
tne Church, and Fetbro adviſes Moſes touching the adminiſtration of the 
Commonwealth, ver/.19. & ſeg. 

The! Fethro is deſcribed, 1. by his proper Name ( Fethro, ) 2. by the 
1ame of his Office (a Prieſt, ) 3. by the place where he exerciſed his Prieit- 
liood (in: Midian, ) verſ.1. The Midianites were of the progeny of Avr.1- 
ham by Keturah, Gen.25.2. and therefore Fethro may be preſumed to have 
{ome meaſires of knowledge of the true God, though he lived among a 
people that were drunk with idolatry, and drowned in the Errors of 
heatheniſh ſuperſtitions, 1. Becauſe he caine from theloyas of Abraham, of 
whom the Lord gives this Charater, Ger.18.19. I know that Abraham will 
command his children, and his houſhold after him, and they ſhall kecp the way of 
the Lord, to do juſtice and judgement, that the Lord may bring up-m Abrabam 
that which he hath fpoken of him. 2. Becauſe of his long converling with M - 
fer. If any cbjef that expreſſion verſc1 1, Now I know that the Lord us great, 
&c. I anſwer : This is no argument that he knew not the greatnels and 
goodneſs of JEHOVAH before this time, but that he knew it now, that 
ts, more evideatly, more conſpicuouſly, and by a new demonftration ; it 
argues an eucreaſe and corroboration of his faith, and that now his former 
knowledge was ſealed up by a new argument and experiment, how great 
che Lord is in his power, in delivering his people; and how terrible he 
15 in {is Majeſty, in coafounding their enemies. Such an expreiſion is aſe 
At.10.34. Now Tperceive that God is no refpefter of perſons 5 Peter knew this 
Lefore, but ke is ſaid to know it now, becauſe he knew it anew, by a new 
miracle, by a1eiv viſion and revelation. And fo 1 King.17.24. the. wo- 
man of Zarephath ſays, Now by this T know that thou art a man of God; ſhe 
Knew It before, by the multiplying of the meal in the barrel, and the oy! 
11 the cruſe, verſ.14.15,16, but ſhe ſays, I know it now ; that is, by a 
new miracle,by raitiug my dead ſon to life. And Pſal.20.7.Now kaow TI that 
the Lord ſaveth bis anointed, &c. David knew this before, but he is faid now 
to know it, becauſe he then knew it by a new ſalvation, by a new delive- 
rance;

ration at ſuch a ſtupendious At. 2. He expreſſes his joy by burſit:g 
forth into praiſes, % ed be the Lord, 8c. 3. He lays down the grounds 
and reaſons ; 1. the deliverance of the Iſraelites from the hand or che E- 
cyptians z 2. the deſtruftion of the Egyptians before the face of Iſrael, 
2.11. 4. He offers Sacrifices and Burnt-offerings 3 aud ſo he rejoyce> 
Corde, Ore, & Opere, in Heart, in Word and in Work, 7.12.5. Aaron aid 
all Iſrael rejoyce with him, in the laſt part of the 12th verſe. 

De&. Hence we learn, That it is a Duty incumbent upon all , Fethr; 
and Moſes, Aaron and Tjrael, Prieft and People, to bleſs God, and to ma}.e 
his praiſe to be glorions, when he glorifies his mercie in delivering his 
Church ; we are thea to praiſe God greatly, when he gives us great De- 
liverances ; then it is ſeaſonable to fing a Benedifns, Bleſſed be the Lord,zobo 
hath delivered bis people from the band of the Egyptians, &c. So Pſal.66.8. O 
bleſl our God, ye people, and make the voyce of his praiſe beard, which holdeth 
our ſoul in life, and ſuffereth nt cur feet to be moved © for thou, O God, baſt 
proved ws, thou haſt tried us as fIrer # tryed ; thou broughteſt ws into the net, thc» 
lazedſt affl tion upcn our lozns 5 thu haſt canſed men to ride over our beads, we 
went threugh fire and through water, &c. Here is great affliftion, the net, men 
riding over their heads, paſſing chrongh fire , and through water, (great 
Dangers) then great Deliverances, v.12. Thox broughteſt us out into a weal- 
thy place ;, therefore they ing great praiſes, .13. I willgo into thy bouſe with 
burnt=offerings, I will pay thee my rows which my lips have uttered when I was 
in trouble; T will offer thee burnt ſacrifices of fatlings, with the incenſe of rams, 
I will offer bwllocks and goats : and then he concludes with a BenediGius, Bleſ- 
ſed be Grd, v. 20. 1 might multiply Scriptures for further evidences of this 
truth, but this may ſufhce. 

Now to come to the Reaſons and Arguments of the pornt ' Why is ; 
this a duty incumbent upon all ? Why are we then to fing great praie:, 
when the Lord gives us great Deliverances ? 1. Becauſe by ſo dotig, we 
glorifie God, Pſ21.50.23. Whoſo offereth praiſe, he glorifieth me. Thus did 
Darid, 1Chron.2g.10. Benedifius, Bleſſed be tha, O Lord Ged of Trae! cur 
father, for ever and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the greatneff, an4the power, and- 
the glory, and the viftory, and the Maieſty : for all that is in the berven and m the 
earth is thine, thine i the kingdom, O' Lord, and thou art exalted as head abi! 
all. God requires not our Wiſdom to direft him, nor onr ſtrength to 
a{liſt him, nor our dignity to advance him; but our thankfulneſs to adore 
him. Grace requires Gratitude 3 when God exrends his bountifuleſs, 
we areto be inlarged in our thankfulnefs 3 when Benefits are gotten, the 
Benefators muſt not be forgotten : we —- glorifie God, and fing praiſes 

- to 
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io him that is holy, and that inbabiteth the praiſes of Iſrael, Plal.22.4. 

Secondly, Why is it ſo ? &c. It is becauſe ſuch return of bleſſing,thank:; 
ad praiſes 3s Gods tribute, that pepper-Corn of acknowledgement, that 
a'l we have, we hold in Capite, we have it from him from wh-m every good 
nift and every perfeti gift doth deſcend, even from bim who i the father of lights, 

am.1.17. and the detaining of this tribute1s no leſs then God-robbing, 
a1] the Apoſtles exhortation 1s, Le! him that ſtole tea! no more, Ephe(,4.2S. 
[tr 15 Gods tribute, P/a!.50.14415. Offer nnto God thansggiving, and pay thy 
vows to the m'ſt high : And call upon me in the day of trouble, and I will del:- 
wer thee, and thou ſhalt glirifie me, Thus Melchiſ:deck, King of Salem, and 
Piielt of the moſt high Go.l, pays his tribute, a1d returns prai.e for Ab-4- 
hams deliverance from the (ivord of the four Kings that forght againſt Sc- 
dom ; Benedifins Dew fortis excelſis, Bleſſed be the mvjt bigh ſtrong G4, Ge 1. 
14-20. And the Prophet Habaklzh (tecing by the perſpetive of Prophe - 
lie) the deliverance of the Church from the Captivity of Babel, pays his 
tribute before-hand, and blefſes God greatly for that great deliverance, 
Hab.3.17, &c. Dacid's Plaimes are fo many ſtore-hnnfes of Examples : 
very Plalm (as one note-) is either an Hoſanna, or elſe a'! Hallelujah ; 
either God ble, or God be bleſſed ; either Pra;ers, or Praiſes 3 either Pra, 
e's for Mercigs, or Praiſes for Mercies. 

Thirdly, Becauſe thankfulnef for Mercies or Deliverances receivel, is 
bonum &- jucundum it is fit, meet, and decent 5, it # a tood and plerſant thing, 
Plal.g2.1. It is a good thing to give thanks unto the Lord, and to ſing praiſes un= 
to thy name, O moſt hizh ; to ſhew forth thy loving kindeneſſ in the morning, 
2nd thy faithfulneſt in the night : for thou, Lord, haſt made me glad through 
thy work, and I will give thanks f.r the operation of thy hands : It is good 
a1d plea'a1t ; it is Mel in Ore, Melos in Aure, F:tbilatio in Corde, Honey in 
the Month, Muſick in the Ear, and Melody in the Heart. And therefore 
the Apoſtle exhorts us, Epheſ.5.19,20. Speak to your ſelves in Pſa/ms, an4 
Hymns,and ftiritual ſongs, ſinging and making melody in your hearts to the Lord, 
giving thanks always for all th.ngs unto God, and the Father, inthe Name of our 
Lord Fejus Chriſt z and Col .3.16. Let the word of God dwell in you richly, in all 
wiſd.m, teaching and admoniſhing one another in Pſalms and Hymns, an4 ſfpiri- 
tual Songs, ſinging with grace in yeur bearts to the Lord. Thus did David 
fizg with grace in his heart, P/a/.108.1. O God, my beart is fixed, my heart is 
fixed; I will ſing and give praiſe, even with my glory, 1 will praiſe thee, O Lord, 
am moſt the people ; and I will ſing praiſes unto thee among the nations : For thy 
mercie ts great abote the heavens, and thy truth rexcheth unto the clouds, Be thou 
exalted, O God, above the cheatens, and thy glory above all the earth, 

Fourthly, The very:DiCtaces of Natuue teach us gratuity and thankful- 
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nel to our BenefaQors. Al rivers hh the wiſe man) come fr.m the ſor, 
and all rivers (by way of a thankful jetriburion) return and empty their w- 
zers into the Sea, God 18 the main Ocean, the great ſea of all bleiſings, all 
Rivers of bleflings flow from him, and therefore (according to the ve: 
difates of Natme) ought to be returned unto him. P/al.93.3. The flood; 
have lifted up, O Lord, tbe floods batve lifted up their voxce, Ain{worth ( in 
locum ) tells us, That the Chaldee hath it thus : The floods have lified up their 
voice of praiſes t0' God, and the flogds haue regsived the reward of their praiſes 
fm God, Plal 91.1. The hearens declare the glory of God, Pſal. 96.12. Plal.98. 
7. Pfal.148. There is a general fummors and invitation, not onely of all 
torts of men, but alfo a'l manner of Creatures to this dity, and to Joyn 
rogether in vhis Harmony, to give praiſes to God, and to make the voice 
of his praiſe to be glonous. 

Fi'thly, Becauſe gratitude and unthankfalneis (ever.among Parbari- 
ans) hath been ever reputed a monſtrous thing 3 it 15 a preternatural thing, 
one of thoſe Privations and Deficiencies which G OD never wrought, 
but the malice of the Devil Frought into the worid, by ſhouldering out 
the contrary poſitive and primitive Virtues. We (peak of a1 unthankful 
perſon with more then ordinary deteſtation,aud account an ungrateful per- 
ton, an unnatural man. Oe phraies Ingratitude a, Soleciſm in {eace, a 
Paradox im manners, and a Prodigie in nature, _ See how-the Lord deteits 
a1d abominares it, and calls the Heavens and the Earth to witne$ againit 
it; Tſa.1.2. Hear, O Heavens, and give ear, O Earth ; for the Lord bath fþ.- 
hen : I bare nmriſhed and brought up children, and they bawe rebelled againſt me, 
the Ox knoweth his Owner, and the Afi bis Maſters crib ; (they know their 
Benefators) but Iſrael doth not know, my peapte deth not confider. And the 
Lord (by the Prophet Micah ) calls upon the mowntains, and the firong f; un;- 
dations of the carth to liſten & atoa, to the jlez & comroverſie he hath with 
them that were called his Ur for their mmſtrous 3ngralitude, Mich. 6.1.

them. Thoſe dayes (I ſay) were ordained and commanded to be kept 
boly by Heſter and Mordecat 3 and afterwards ratified and confirmed 
by the Subſcription of the whole Church ; as an Ordinance of perpetuity 
to continue to all generations for ever. Heft.g.20,21,22,23,27,28. And 
we read. Macc. 4.59, That the Church and the Congregation of Iſrae\ 
(when they were delivered from their enemies and had reſtored the 
worſhip and ſervice of God, and dedicated the Altar, for Sacrifice) they 
made an Ordinance, that certain dayes ſhonld be kept boly to the Lord year- 
ly, and for everyin a gratefull remembrance of that mercy,and that feſtival 
was called the fealt of dedication. If any obje&, the text is Apocryphal, 
a1d therefore ſignifies little : I anſwer , that this A& of the Church had 
our Saviors approbation, who honored it with his preſence , and preach- 
ing at that Solemnity. 7 þ.10.22. And thus the Church in the new 
Teſtame 1t hath inſtituted a1d appointed certain dayes yearly to be kept 
Fejtiva!ls, and holy to the Lord, in a thankfull remembrance, of ſome ſpeci- 
all and (pirituall mercies ſolem1eiy to be celebrated on thoſe dayes, as the 
Nativity, Circumciſion, R-ſurredion, and Aſcent ion of Chrift, which dayes St 
Auguſtine, Ep.118.119. avonches were obſerved byf the whole Church 
of Chriit,from the time of the Apoſtles, a1d by Apoltolick tradition, and 
the primitive Apoſtolick Church (witho it any divine comma 1dement 
chat we read of) appointel the firſt day of the week to be the Chriſtian 
Sabbath , a14 1 ſee no reaſon , but men may as well abrogate, and cry 
down that Feſtizall , as others that are of the ſame inſtitution, that day 
{1 fav) the primitive Apoſtolick Church ordained to be kept holy, as the 
Ch: 1itian Sabbath, in a thanktul remembrance,of the glorious Reſur:e&ti- 
on of our Saviour Chrift that 4zy. And theſe dayes fo ordained by 
the Church,to be kept Feſtiralls and bly to the Lord, are called by the Fa- 
thers, Feſtivall dayes, boly dayes,S:lemne dayes, Sacred dayes, myſtical dayes, 
and were fo kept aad oblerved by them. Thus (in the fourth place, 
the people of God (that the memortall of their deliverance might be de- 
rived to their poſterities) had yearly certain dayes ſet apart, to be 

kept holy to the Lord, to praile him for thoſe particular mercies. 
en fifthly, at ſuch Solemne aſſemblies, they did not onely reſt from 
their labours, a1d all ſervile works, and keep a day holy to the Lord, 
but alſo they exprefled their thanktullnes, for mercies and deliverances;

Thus when Feh»ſaphat and the renna1it of Fd had received a gracious de- 
liverance from the mumerous Army of the Ammonites, Moabites, a1d Edo- 
mites, he and all F442 with him, ſang Plalmes of thankſgiving to the Lord, 
for that great deliverance with pſalteries & harps,and trumpets, 2Chr-20.27.

in the forefront of themto go again to Feruſalem with jay, for the Lord bad made 
them to rejoyce over their enemies. And they came to Feruſalem with Pſa'te yer, 
and Harps, and trumpets, unto the houſe of the Lord. Many ſi:ch examples we 
have in Davids Plalms,as P/z/ms to be ſung on Neginoth,& upon Nehiloth, 
a1d upon Sheminith,upoa Gittith, upon Muthlabben,&c.which were muſical 
inſtruments,uſed in ſi1ging praiſes, (uch as the flute,trumpet,cornet,organs, 
virginals,&c. And in partic ilar,there are 15. Pialms,calle.l gradual pſalms, 
plalmes of Afceats, or palmes of deg-ezs, which begin with the 120.

Then Seaventhly for the better expreſſion of their thankfulneS,for frch 
mercyes and deliverances & that they might be tranſmitted a 1d handed 
over, to all poſterity, and ge1erations, and that the people that were un- 
born might praiſe the Lord, it was uſuall, and ordinary, with them, to 
1 ſome remarkable {1gne, or token of remembrance, upon the particu- 
ar mercy, and deliverance, which they had received,or upon the place, 
where they received it by giving it a name,that did import and fignifye 
the ſame,that ſo when their children or their childrens children ſhould 
in time to come, ask the reaſon, why is this thing,or this place called by 
this name, then their fathers might preach unto them the gracious delive- 
rance of the Church in that thing,or that place and make rehearfall & re- 
petition of the righteous Atts of the Lord: thus the Lord inſtruted them 
in the ordinance of the-Paſſeover. Exod. 1 2.25.it was called the Paſſeover, 
becauſe the Lord commanded the deſtroying Angel to pafle over the 
honſes of Iſrael when he flew all the firſt born ofthe Egyptians. And it 
hall come to paſſe ( ſaith the text) when ye be come to the land which the Lord 
will give you according as he hath promiſed that ye ſhall keepe this ſervice. And 
it ſhall come t1 paſſe when your children ſhall ſay unto you what mean you by 
this ſervice that ye fpall ſay it is the ſacrifice of the Lords 
Paficover who paſſed over the houſes of the children of Iſrael Hebr. 
in Erypt when be ſmote the Egyptians,and delivered our hou= Paſch, from Pa- 

ſes. And when the waters of Jordan were cur off (or ſach , that is to

The Lord gave Iſrael a great deliverance, from their enemies by the hand 
of Samſon; firſt Samſon rerurned thanks(Lord tho baſt given this great dee 
liverance t0 thy ſervant) and then he puts a name upon the place, for a Memo- 
randum to poſterity,he calls it, Jud.15.17. Ramath Lehi (that is) ! be lift mg 
up of the jaw bone ; chat when the generations to come ſhould inquire,why is 
this place called Ramath Lehi ? then their fathers might preach unto them 
the righteous Ads of the Lord ; & ſhew them the greatneſſe of the delive- 
ono the weaknefſe of the meanes. So Iſraels great deliverance from the 
enemy, that ſurron1ded and compaſſed them about 3 David thankfully 
aſcribes unto the Lord ; the Lord (faith he ) ha þ Zroken in upon mine ene- 
mies likg the breach of waters ; and then he gives a name to the place, for 
a Memorandum to Poſterity, he calls it Baz!-Perazim (that is the plaine 
of breaches.2.5am.5,20. That when the childre1 in time co come ſhould 
inquire, why is this place called Baal-Perazim? then their fathers might 
teach them the great mercies of God towards Iſrael ; and ſay unto them, 
in this place the enemy compaſſed us about, and thought to (wallow us up 
quick: and here the Land broke in upon them like the breach of waters, 
and therefore this place is called Baal-Perazim, the plain of breaches. The 
like may be ſaid of Samuel when the Lord had delivered Iſrael from the 
Army of the Philiſtins, not by ſword, or by how or by battle, but by thun= 
der from heaven, then Samuel ſer np a great pillar of ſto3e for a memort- 
al to all geieraticns , and gives it a name, he called it Eh:n-Ezer, that 1s 
the ſtone ofhelp ,(aying thus-far the Lord hath helped us. 1. Sam. 7-12- 
And after that Feboſaphat had received a notable d:liverance, (from the 
numerous Army of the Ammonites, the Moabites, and the Edomites, that 
came againſt Juda) not by' fighting but by ſinging, and praiſing Gcd, 
2.Chr.20.21.23. That the memoriall of ſo great a deliverance might 
be perpetuated to all poſterity, he put a name upon the place and called it 
Berachab ; that is bleſſing , and fo that valley, was called the valley of bleſine, 
chat when their children intime to come & c. 
Eightly they expreſſed their thankfulnefs, by ere&ing of Altars, as Moſes. 
Ex0.17.14. and Gideon. F#d:6.24.and Ju. F9.$.30.and others. 
Ninethly, -They did not onely blefſe God tor their deliverances, and 

bnild Altars, and ere great pillars , and mayuments: but alſo they writ 
whole Rolles, Bookes and volumes, of their deliverances , for the inſtri;- 
&ion of future generations, and thus the Lord commanded Moſes, to write 
Ifraels deliverance from the lying in wait of Amelek (the firſt enemy that 
afironted chem after their coming out of Egypt) F//c17.14.

Tt is ſayd in the bo. kg of the warrs of the Lord, what be d.d in the red ſea an4 in 
the brooks of Arnon. © And at the ftreame of the brooks that geeth down to the 
dwelling of Ar,and lyeth upon the border of Moab. The vulgar latine reads 
the rocks of the torrents were bowed down that they might reſt in Ar,and 
lye in the borders of moab,upon which the doway tranſlat rs commenr thus, 


A the Egyptians were drowned in the (ea : ſo the Amorites were. oppre( . 


ſed with the rocks falling upon them, and the waters carried their carcaſes 
into the valley of Moab. This was recorded in the book of the wa:rs of 
the Lord. And thus they writ volumes and books of their deliverances,” 
for an everlaſting Memorial toall poſterity. And was it thus with our 


fathers and the people of God informer ages, then ſierely whatſvever things - 


werewritten a foretime, were written for our learning, and that we might 
led forward to peifſeftion. Theie examples are fo many inſtrutions to us, 
ſo many memorials and Memorandums for us to ſhew what is required of 
us, what duty is incumbent upcn 1s, and what the Lord requires at our 
—_— for ſo many mercies and bleſlings and deliverances which we havere- 
ceived. 

But a firſt uſe may be by way of reproof of the lukewarmneſs the incogi- 
tancy,-and inconhderation of the men and women of our times and our 
great unthankfulnels. Have we not been like Gideon: fleece abundantly 
watere:i with the dew of heaven, when the Naticns round about us have 
been dry ? and where is the demonſtration of our thankfulneſs; have we 
not received ſhowers of mercies, plenty of bleſſings and deliverances Cor= 
p oraland Spirituall,of foul and of body,and where is the manifeſto of our 
chankfulne,did not we,our wives and our children,our familyes and rela 
tions receive a wende 'full deliverance asuprn this day. the 23. of Ofob. 
1641. from the treachery, the inveterate & implacable malice &fury cf 
our bloodthirſty enemies ? & where is the expreflion of our thankfulns!s?

had we not our lives given to us for a prey & were reſcued from the hand of 
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the Egyptians and from the hand obi23 but where is our thankfulneſs? 
have we not been delivered from many and very many dangers ſince, but

ead of an arbitrary power; we have our judges reſtored, to us, as at the 
firit and our councellors as at the begining ; inſtead of oppreſſion, we 
have juſiice in our gates; intea:l of war wee have Feace; inſtead of 
lickneſs, we have health ; inftea.l ot penury , we have plenty ; what is it 
which the Lord could have done for a people, that he hath not done for 
us ? what is it that the Lord hath not given us ? we may ſay with Moſes, 
Dex.29.2.ze have ſeen all that the Lord bath done to the Egyptians, tbe great tem=- 
pratiens which your ezes bave ſcen, tbe ſigns and great wonders, yet the Lord hath 
not given you hearts to pereeive and cyes to ſee and ears t6 hear to this day : what
